^•ny  investi  gat  ions  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  are 
also  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hereford,, 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities  The  Radnorshire  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  these  services.  The  County  Council  also  administer 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available 
for  minor  aiDments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  poll o-myelitis  and  whooping-cough 
is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals.  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all  diseases,  apart 
from  infectious  diseases,  are  provided  for  at  the  County  and  General 
Hospitals  in  Hereford.

Samples  were  taken  from  the  Vue  11  at  the  Council  Houses,  Paine  castle  - ‘ 

diirrng  the  year  and  these  showed  the  water  to  be  unsatisfactory  with  a 
high  degree  of  surface  pollution.  This  Well  is  shallow  and  of ''poor 
construction  and  supplies  water  by  hand  pump  to  No  .1  Council  Houses  and 
the  adjoining  privately-owned  cottage*  Some  work  w as  carried  out  by 
removing  soil,  increasing  the  height  of  the  coping  and  covering  with  a 
concrete  slab  with  inspection  cover,  but  the  position  of  the  Well  is 
such  that  a satisfactory  sample  will  be  difficult  to  obtain 0 
The  owner  of  No,  2 Council  Houses,  who  purchased  it  some  years,  ago  from 
the  Council  has  had  water  laid  on  from  the  Water  Board  main  which  passes 
the  property.  The  tenant  of  No • 1 Council  Houses  has  also  now  purchased 
hi. s house  and  he  has  been  recommended  to  have  a water  connection  from 
the  main. 


Hay  Area  Water  Scheme 

.As  irom  the  1st,  April  1966  the  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire 
Water  Board  was  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this  scheme. 
Water  is  being  extracted  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  and  the  River  Wye  at 
Llyswenj  fully  treated  at  the  Purification  Plants  and  supplied  to  the 
mains  t biro  ugh  out  the  district. 


During  late  September  and  early  October  of  1970  numerous  complaints 
were  received  from  consumers  about  the  state  of  the  water  being  supplied 
through  the  mams.  ^ The  complainants  mentioned  the  turbidity  and 
dip  colouration  sufficient  to  render  the  water  impure  and  the  water  also 
smelled_ heavily  of  residual  chlorine.  Consumers  also  brought  a number

of  samples  to  the  office  and  examination  of  these 
dead  algae  growth( green  vegetational  growth)  and  ferrous  oxide. 

Each  complaint  was  referred  to  the  Water  Board  Offices  at  Llandrindod 
Wells  and  Qiscuss.ions  took  place  wit/i  the  Board's  Engineer  and  thorough 
investigations  were  made  by  the  Board  into  the  cause  of  the  trouble  and 
samples  were  referred  to  their  Consulting  On emi s ts s The  water  complained 
of  was  being  supplied  from  the  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  source. 

The  matter  was  of  much  concern  to  the  Water  Board  who  made  every 
^To^t  to  do  all  things  possible  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the 
difficulties  and  the  situation  was  afterwards  much  improved  and  no 
further  complaints  v/ere  received.

The  Council  requested  their 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  amended  drawings  fur  enlargement  of  the 
proposed  sewage  disposal  works  to  take  into  account  possible  future 
development  in  the  village.  _3_ 


Pains  castle  Village 

Further  consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  scheme  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of  Painscastle, 

The  Radnorshire  County  Council  submitted  their  observations  on  the 
proposals  and  arising  from  these  the  Council  decided  that  provision 
should  be  made  at  the  sewage  disposal  works  for  dealing  with  double  the 
existing  number  of  properties  so  as  to  take  into  account  possible 
future  development  in  the  village  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  were 
asked  to  prepare  and  submit  amended  drawings  and  particulars  for  approval

A new  20  cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  refuse  colie  ction  vehicle  with 
pcwerpress  mechanism  was  purchased  by  Hay  Rural  District  Council  in 
December  1970  and  this  is  now  being  used  throughout  the  three  Districts 
concerned.  It  will  enable  a greater  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  loaded 
than  the  old  12  cubic  }rard  side  loading  vehicle  particularly  cardboard 
boxes  and  so  cut  down  on  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  tip*  The  old 
vehicle  is  being  retained  for  the  time  being  as  a 1 stand-by'  in  case 
of  emergency  and  for  occasional  use.
